Ron Taylor, owner of Taylor Appraisals,

new method of assessment. He holds a 
contract with the county for a 10-monlh 
period during which he and his appraisal 
teams must Inspect every mobile homo in 
. the county to estnbllsli a true market 
value, using tlic same mclliod as applied to 
"slick built" homes, 

Taylor said the new state law governing 
mobile homes is designed to provide 
equality In tlio tax assessments so the 
owner of a regular home and tlie owner of 
a mobile home will be paying on the same 
basis, Previously assessors used a manual 
which considered tlic size and year of the 
mobile home and added any im- 
pravemcnts such' as carports, decks or 
patio covers..

Authorities defend; Williams' parole

SHOSHONE - Convictc<l murderer Danny 
Williams worked hard In counseling sessions 
and made "very significant" progrcs.1 In 
psychiatric profiles before being released on. 
parole to relatives in Iowa, an Idaho Parole 
Board official said Tuesday. 

"I would not feel uncomfortable having him 
live in my community," said Ralph Marsliall, 
executive secretary and one of five members on 
the Idaho Commission for Pardons and Parole. 
' Tlie commission approved Williams' par ole 
plans and released lilm Sept. 28 to Join a brother 
and assume a Job in a plastics plant neat- Des 
Moines. Iowa. ■ ' 

After Williams made 'an unapproved visit to 
Shoshone to sec' a' Bislor before, catdilng a plane 
to Iowa from Twin Fa'.Is, Shoslione residents 
complained that Williams had been released 
witliout warning. Tliey demanded to know why 
lie h a d been p aroled after serving only.six^ears, 
■ of alifcscntence.-' 

"I know the Llncol.n County people arc up- 
tight," said parole olllcer Larry Houbcr, who 
- had-bcon-Wllliams' luvcnllccounsclor-bcfoi^o- 
WllUams murdered 33-year-old Melbo Gray and 
left the body ol the mother of sbc on railroad 
tracks to be hit by a train. "Tliey^thlnk cither 



Danny or someone else could get killed if he 
werp in Lincoln County. There's a lot of liostllltv 
In Lincoln County." 

Marsliall agreed Uiat public opposition to 
Williams' release was more Intense than any 
he'd experienced in six years on the Parole 
Board, but he said public feeling couldn't be 
used to deny Williams an equal chance at 
' parole. 

"We were aware Uiat there were many people 
in Lincoln County who felt very Intensely about 
tills case," Marsliall said, "but one functlonthat 
a parole-commission performs Is the function of

tenccs, It-Is very clear, and I think generally 
recognlEcd, that Uie larger tlie community the 
less likely the memory of serious crimes are to 
remain alive. It would never have done for the
